1. Stated that There Never Was Any 
Foundation for the Statement that He 
Wanted a Loan to Secure the Money to 
Buy Out the Landlords of Ireland—The 
Cabinet Members Trying to Adjust Their 
Differences. 

Lonpox, March 22.—[Via Maczay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. —Mr. Gladstone is to be 
credited with another somerset, if the rumor 
that prevails tonight in the lobbies of the House 
ot Commons is correct—and it is confidently as- 
serted by those who ought to know—that there 
bas never been any foundation for the state- 
ment that he intended to ask authority to is- 
sue a loan in order to secure funds to carry out 
bis scheme to buy out the real-estate owners of 
Ireland. But it is impossible to gage the Pre- 
mier’s intentions. He bas such a well-known 
babit of putting out feelers that this last re- 


port may or may not be correct. 

Another version is to the effect that the 
premier in bis scheme proposes the appoint- 
ment of a commission of experts to fix the 
value of the various land properties in Ireland, 
which at these valuations are to be handed 
over to the possession of the Government in 
exchange for consols. In this way Ireland is 
to be made a debtor to the Empire for 
the entire amount paid to tbe landlords, 
together with interest, the whole sum to be re- 
paid into the Imperial Treasury by Ireland in 
installments within fifty years, at the end of 
which time the lessees are to become the own- 
ers. This plan involves a domestic arrange 
ment between the Government of Ireland and 
the tenants— Ireland becoming the tenant of 
the Empire and subletting to the occupiers at 
sums whose aggregate will include rent, taxes, 
etc., to meet the interest on the consols and 
create a sinking fund for their final liquidation. 
It necessarily involves home rule. 

Some very singular revelations as to the 
methods by which Mr. Gladstone's Cabinet was 
formed are promised to immediately follow 
the collapse which is now admitted to be im- 
mirent. The substance of these dis- 
closures has long since been cabled to 
America in the form of intimations that the 
Ministry was at the best a compromise 
body and hints of the presence in the Cabinet 
of an element that would ultimately contribute 
more largely to its downfall than would an ad- 
verse parliamentary vote or any other circum- 
stance, In a letter published in today’s Times 
Mr. Edward Heneage, Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, is cited as having publiciy 
said that bis only reason for joining the 
Government was that be might be in a po- 
gition to assist at the proper time in its over- 
throw, upon the development of the Premier's 
Irish policy. The almost absolute certainty 
that others in the Cabinet share Mr. Heneage’s 
mission strengthens the belief that the 
possibility of averting a crisis is very remote. 
The intense antagonism of the Radicals to the 

rehase scheme. as an admission ot the 
landlords’ rights, resembles in many respects 
the opposition of the Abolitionists of the North 
to the principle of compensating the slave- 
bolders of the South.

The 
Telegraph calls his speech a lecture and “a 
sound castigation administered to the luckless 
Howard Vincent and an opposition almost too 
astonished to groan.” Bot it apologetically 
adds: His perpiexities are grave enough to 
excuse @ certain disturbance of menta! 
equanimity." The Tory Post 18, however, bit- 
ter on the speech, describing the Premier as 
violating etiquet in not allowing the War Min- 
ister to answer Mr. Vincent, and as using the 
language of passion, sarcasm, and sbuse.”

Rlotous Socialist Demonstrations in Bel- 
gium—A Bloody Fight Between Troops 
and Anarchists. 

BRUSSELS, March 22.—The earlier reports of 


the Aparchistic riot at Temeppe, Tilleur, and 


Seraing, in Belgium, Saturday night last, were 
all far short of the actual truth. A great 
amount of property was damaged and 
ruined at each place by the _ rioters. 
At Liege, the same night, there was 
an open conflict between the troops which had 
been massed there for the protection of the 
place and a large body of Anarchists who were 
marching against the town for the purpose 
of attacking the town and iooting it. The 
fight was severe and prolonged, but 
finaliy resulted im the repulse of the 
Anarchists. They were not driven from 
the fiela, however, until the troops charged 
upon them with fixed bayonets. A large 
number of men on both sides were injured. 
Some idea of the serious nature of the 
Anarchistic demonstration may be formed 
from the tact that today no less than 6,000 
regular troops are on duty guarding the dis- 
trict disturbed by the rioters Saturday. 

The gendarmes and the strikers at Seraing 
were engaged in a conflict today and both sides 
were firing on each other. Many persons were 
wounded. At Liege no disorders bave yet oc- 
curred today.

When searched 
by tne police letters from Mr. Giad- 
stone, Mr. Parnell, Lord Salisbury, Michael 
Davitt, and other eminent men were found iu 
bis pockets, showing that he bad collected 
from those gentlemen considerable sums of 
money, ostensibiy for the relief of the family 
of Daniel Curtin, who was murdered by moon- 
lighters at Molahaffe last November.

Germany—Emperor William Celebrates His 
Eighty-ninth Birthday—He Is Completely 
Restored to Health. : 

BERLIN, March 22.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.|—Today the grand old 
warrior has celebrated bis 89th birthday, and 
througbout the Fatheriand there is rejoicing. 
From every part of Europe, from America, 
and from distant Africa congratulations have 
poured in all day. One of the first telegrams 
to arrive was from the Pope. German Kings 
and Princes have brought to the Kaiser assur- 
ances Of their love and admiration, and Berlin 
is thronged with enthusiastic crowds who 
seem as if they would never tire of singing 
love songs in his honor. The rejoicings may 
be said tobave begun Saturday, when the 
Kaiser, accompanied by the Kaiserinn, his 
children, grandchildren, and several illustrious 
guests, including the Crown Prince and 
Princess of Sweden, delighted the hearts of 
his subjects by reappearing for the first time 
since. his nt accident at the Schauspiel- 
haus, where he sat some time watching the 
tableaux vivants organized for the benefit of a 
Roman Catbolic charity. 

The Kaiser will enter his ninetieth well, 
hearty, and bappy. Long before he had left 
bis couch this morning thousands of Berlinese 
had assembled outside the palace, watching for 
his appearance at the bistoric window. When 
at last the old bero, having got through the 
ordeal of receiving the official greetings, 
showed himself the air was rent with deafen- 
ing cheers. 

The first person who entered the Kaiser's 
study today was the Kaiserinn. The meeting 
of the aged couple was very affecting. Hardly 
bad they embraced when the ushers tapped at 
the door and introduced the court marshal, 
Count von Puckler, who, being blind and de- 
crepit, had to be led to bis master to congratu- 
late bim. Then came Count Perfoncher, chief 
marshal of the bousebold. Soon after a long 
array of distinguished arrivais drove up to the 
palace, including the Crown Prince and 
Princess, the King of Saxony, 
the Crown Prince and Princess of 
Sweden, and the Prince and Princess 
William wich their three little sons, each car- 
rying a bouquet in bis hand, wbich he presented 
to his great-grandsire with a pretty speech 
learned for the occasion. 

The most touching incident of the day was a 
Pilgrimage of the imperial family to a little 
oak eradle in which the Emperor lay 
just eighty-nine years ago. It is still as good 
as new, and lately did service for the Kaiser's 
great-grandchiidren, the sons of Prince WA 
iam. 

Knowing the Kaiser's love of flowers, many 
of his subjects, rich and poor, also sent 
bouquets. Some sent costly azaleas, camellias, 
and baskete of fragrant roses and jasmine 
from the Riviera. Others sent bunches of the 
Emperor's favorit corn flower, while Baron 
Bleicoroder showed his devotion to the Empire 
by adorning the base of Frederick the Great's 
statue in front of the schloss with a perfect 
bank of the rarest hothouse plants. The 
Chancellor and the Princess Bismarck reached 
the palace about noon with several Min- 
isters and a brilliant group of General 
The reception was continually interrupt 


by the coming and going of the messene 


bearing presents, letters, and dispatches). — 
4 o'clock, when the imperial family sat 

to dinner with the royal guests of the Crown 
Prince’s palace, the Kaiser was glad enough 
for a little rest. 

Berlin made a brave display of bunting in 
the sovereign’'s honor. From thousands of 
roofs the imperial) standard fluttered 
gayly beside the Prussian colors, As the 
afternooa wore on the crowds grew denser— 
at one time, while the gala carriages were 
driving away from the schloss—dangerously so. 
Happily the exuberant demonstrations in che 
streets led to no accidents. Prince Bismarck 
looked a trifle bent and very bald, but his eyes 
were bright and his manner as gallant. when 
he bowed his thanks to the women who clus- 
tered round bim, as twenty years ago. At 
dusk Berlin was magnificently illumimated and 
the city is still ablaze with lights and filled with 
jubilation. 


A Wonderful Discovery of a Petroleum Bed 
in Upper Egypt—Energetic Government 
Preparations to Develop the New Find. 
Cairo, March 22.—The Government survey 

of the Egyptian territory in which pe 
troleum was recentiy discovered has 
revealed the fact that the geological 
formation of the district indicates the exist- 
ence of a large oil-field. The authorities have 
ordered a number of borings to be immediate- 
ly made for the purpose of defining the field, 
and have set about developing the yield of po- 
troleum on the largest possible scale. 

LONDON, March 22.—The discovery of an 
oil-field in Upper Egypt bus attracted attention 
here. The Times correspondent at Suez says 
the discovery ot the oil was made by Nubar 
Pasha’s expedition into the Sou- 
dan and states that the geolor- 
ical formation of the country indicates the 
undoubted presence of oil in large deposits and 
in more thay one stratum. The correspondent 
avers that even with the present extremely 
crude means of lifting petroleum to the 
surface there has been obtained from 
A single well as much as twelve to fifteen bar- 
reisaday. The specific gravity of the fluid 
thus far obtained is reported at 88. The terri- 
tory is not far from the Red Sea coast and is 
described as easily accessible. 


General Notes from Abroad. 

Loxpox. March 22.— [Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.

Bresse.sa, March 22.—Denmark, Dutch, and 
French brewers have become aiarmed at the 
great increase in their respective countries in 
tne consumption of beer from Germany, par- 
ticularly at Munich, and have in combination 
sent a committee of thirty-five experts into 
Germany to find out bow to equal the Ger- 
mans in brewing operations. 

PARIS, March 282.— [Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.j}]—One Guesdon, who pre- 
tended to sell pills made of the fat of M. 
Pasteur’s rabbits, alleging that they would 
cure hydrophobia, toothache, gianders, cholera, 
and all other Ulis men and beasts ere heir to, 
was brought into police court at the instance 
of a market gardener named Quinond, to whom 
he had sold some pills.

| A THREATENED NEIGHBORHOOD, | 


Real Estate im the Vicinity of the Water- 
Works Threatened with Submersion by 
the Waters of the Lake—The Work of the 
Waves Saturday Night and Sunday. 

High winds prevailed on the lake from the 
northeast during Saturday night and Sunday 
morning, and created a very beavy sea, which, 
together with the unusually bigh water, gave 
the inbabiteants along the Lake-Front in the 
neighborbood of Pearson and Pine streets 
a great deal of uneasiness while the 
storm lasted. The two-story brick 
residence of Mr. F. E. Crane, at 
No. 137 Pearson street, stood more than balf a 
block from the shore line six years ago, but 
the breakers of Sundays storm dashed up 
over the masonry surrounding the yard and 
against the house with such force as to shake 
it from basement to roof, threatening to 
carry it away bodily. Oppoeit the foot 
of Pearson street the shore protec 
tion consisted of a gangway breakwater 
belonging to the Delaware Boat Club anda 
wall of masonry three feet in thickness, against 
which the roadbed lay. The breakwater was 
the first to give way to the force of the waves, 
and then the stone wall crumbled 
to pieces at one place causing 
N breach of about fifty feet. 
The earth then rapidly collapsed, and in an in- 
credibly short space of time more tban half the 
roadbed was washed out, causing all traffic to 
be suspended until yesterday morning, wben a 
fence was constructed as to keep people 
from going near the bank, which was likely to 
cave in at any moment. 

Thoge who owned lots a few years ago along 
the shore line between Oak and Pearson 
streets would have had difficulty in lecating 
them yesterday. There are many fresh 
breaks in the Lake-Shore drive. The break- 
water of twisted brush, sunk with stone, 
put down about four years ago, is out of 
sight. The lake is three and one-half feet 
higher now than when the breakwater was put 
in. A new breakwater was begun late last 
year at the North avenue pier, and work will 
be prosecuted on it as soon as possible.

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J. K. Armsbee, in River street, said that Call- 
tornia bad been about literally cleaned out. 
This was a good thing, he thought, as it would 
enable that State to begin with clean sacks 
this season, and if the present cut continued 
any length of time—or rather until the end of 
the salmon and fruit season, which continues 
from April 1 to Nov. 30—she would be cleaned 
outagain. Last season there was quite a de- 
mand for these products of the Pacific slope 
because of the ranging low prices and the East 
took immense quantities of them—so mucd, in 
fact, that one California merchant has written 
to Messrs. Armsbee & Co. that if the present 
low freight rates continue the Golden State 
may be taking advantage of them to 
ship some of ber oon products back again. 
The salmon-packing season will begin now in 
about two weeks. The prodhet ot the Pacific 
coast is about 250,000 cases yearly, and of this 
Chicago controls about 150,000 cases. Of 
course Chicago doesn’t use so much salmon as 
this, nor is it all sent out from bere, but Chi- 
cago merchants contro! this much of the prod- 
uct and send it all over the country wherever 
there is a market for it. By the present cut 
freight rates have been lowered about 76 per 
cent, and of course all advantage possible is 
being taken of it, every bit of fruit from the 
West in sight being speedily bougbt up and 
sent East. It is estimated that about 1,400 
car-loads of dried and canned fruits, salmon, 
nuts, raisins, et., come to Ohicago every 
year, or are controlled by Chicago 
merchants. Messrs. Armsbee have taken 
advantage of the cut in rates to send 
to California some thirty car-loads of tin-plate 
to de used by canners there. Usually this 
plate comes in sailing-vessels from Liverpool, 
around Cape Horn, to the Pacific coast, the 
voyage Occupying about five months. but the 
present situation justified its shipment by 
rail. 

Mr. Bartlett of the firm of Hibbard, Spencer 
& Bartlett said they had shipped more iron of 
every descri to the West—California and 
Oregon, rates to Portland being included in the 
cut—since March 1 than ever before; in fact, 
their business bad doubled from March 1 to 
March 20. Rates on iron bad been cut about 
60 per cent. averaging it on the different 
classes, and, while California and Oregon mer- 
chants were taking advantage of thie, there 
was also a better feeling in the trade, and this 
latter was one of the reasons for the great in- 
crease in the Western trade. Manufacturers 
of iron pipe and machinery used in the mines 
were baving a great trade with California and 
Oregon, and, in fact, the iron trade with the 
Far West was better in every department and 
branch, due in the main of course to the great 
reductions made in rates. There bad not, how- 
ever, been a run on any particular article— 
barbed wire, for instance—but a sort of gen- 
eral advance ali along the line.
